At the same time, the second most influential man in na- 
tional politics is in London to get a first-hand glimpse of 
the horrors of war and to learn of the terrific struggle in 
England. No doubt he will report directly to President 
Roosevelt. 

Typifying the American spirit, the losing candidate and 
many of his followers are not thinking of the political ,de- 


feat. They are unitedly thinking of the future and the na- 
tion’s welfare. 

“Tt makes a vital difference to the United States which 
side prevails in the present conflict,’’ said Wendell L. 
Willkie, the ex-candidate, before leaving for England. “«@he 
people have chosen their leader—and we iust abide by that 
choice. We must not fall into the fallacy of depriving the 
administration of powers necessary to defend us in order 
to preserve the mere forms of democratic procedure.”’ 

Mr. Willkie favors the aid-to-Britain proposal now be- 
fore Congressmen—with an amendment to terminate the un- 
precedented grant of presidential power when the emer- 


gency is over.
